10 , 18 , 18 - A , 24 and 29 of the Abkari Act I , of 1077 , the Government of Kerala 
hereby make the following amendments to the Foreign Liquor Rules published 
under Notification No. S. R. 4-1859/52 /RD dated the 17th January, 1953, 
in the Travancore Cochin Gazette Extraordinary No. 2 dated the 17th 
January, 1953 as subsequently amended , namely :- ..
